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l)oor Stalking in the Arctic Regions. 


At six o'clock on the morning . f the 28th of Ju'y, 1875, wc 
anchored at Port Foulke, a snug little bay In lat. 78 ° 30 m. N., 
and a shooting party was got up, consisting of six officers and 
three men. We started from the ship at 11 a. m. In the cutter 
for the head of the fiord, taking a twelve-men tent and provisions 
with us. The fiord was about four miles long; at the end there 
was a large glacier coming down nearly to the water; at Its foot 
there was a small lake, which was connected with the fiord by a 
Btream. We landed on the left bank of the stream, and pitched 
our tent. On the marshy ground near there were a great many 
deer tracks; so we decided to start at once in pursuit, three of 
the party, A., M., and T, going up the left bank of the river, 
leaving the others, D. and W., to shoot near the tent. X. and 
I, who remained behind, saw a deer on the mountain side over 
the river. We waded across to follow It up, getting wet over 
our sea boots. By the time we had reached ihe foot of the 
mouutaln, the deer had disappeared. We followed at a quick 
pace, and when about half way up we saw a white bare, but 
were unable to get near it. Very soon the climbing got rather 
Btiff. On reaching the snow edge, we found it too hard and 
6lippery to get up, as It sloped at about an angle of 40 °, and ex¬ 
tended twenty yards. Cutting steps was attempted, but was 
rather a failure, as X., who was above me, soon came down by 
the run on top of me, and It was all I could do to hold hiB weight 
ami mine. Seeing that this was Impracticable, wc gave It up, 
and skirted along the lower edge of the snow till we cime to an 
easier place, where we succeeded In climbing up. It was then 
three o’clock, and w'e had been two hours making the ascent. 
The top of the plateau was covered with big boulders, making the 
traveling very hard. However, on we walked for an hour or 
more, crossing over a good deal of snow, and were at last re¬ 
warded by sigbtlug four reindeer ..feeding a long way ahead. X. 1 
at once struck ofl to the right to try and get round them, whilst 
I kept to the left. We passed a small lake where the deer had 
been feeding when we first sighted them. All this time the deer 
had been moving on at a quick walk. We had to cross a small 
arm of the glacier, that joined the main part in the valley below. 
The deer had been keeping steadily In front of us, and had 
reached the last ridge of the range before the glacier. X. again 
bore round to the right, and I kept up the rise; wo were afraid 
that the deer would cross the glacier and get away from us, as 
we had not seen them since they passed the small arm of the 
glacier. On reaching the top I saw three of our party a long 
way off crossing the head of the glacier, and soon afterward 
heard four shots fired lu quick succession. I ran to my left, and 
soon saw the deer coming toward me. I crouched behind a large 
boulder, and waited until they were 150 yards to my front, when 
they turned to my left, aud I fired, apparently without effect. I 
reloaded, and as they came by me took aim at the last, a fine buck, 
and fired, aud saw him go down like a stone. Giving a wild 
cheer for X.’s benefit, I ran after the others; but only for a few 
hundred yards, and without a chance of a shot at them, as they 
were going like the wind, making no more of the huge boulders 
than if they had been small pebbles. They disappeared over the 
ridge, and we saw them n > more. 

There was nothing left for It but to retrace my steps to the 
spot where I thought the buck had fallen ; one rock was bo like 
another, and his coat being the same color as the lichen that cov¬ 
ered them, It took twenty minutes before X. (who had In the 
meantime come up to me) and I could find him. We discovered 
him on his hack between two rocks, quite deid; the bullet had 
entered just behind the left shoulder, and had come out lu a 
Blantlng direction. We now found that my first Bhot had struck 
bis antler, some three Inches above bis bead. A., M. and T., 
who turned out to he the three people I had seen crossing the 
glacier, now joined us, and, before commencing operations on 
the deer, we celebrated the occasion with some whisky. The 
next question was how to get him back to the camp. Having 
tied his legs together, we passed our rifles through them, and 
four of us tried to carry him. The result was not bad until we 
came to rough ground; the two leading could see where they 
were stepping, while the two others could not, and the conse¬ 
quence was, a great many tumbles. We managed to get about 
half a mile In this manner, and reached the edge of the moun¬ 
tain looking down on the glacier, where we called a halt, and 
came to the conclusion that It was Impossible to carry him any 
further as we had been dolflg. 

Many ways were suggested. Some were for eliding the deer 
down the snow slope on the glacier, and then getting down a 
ravine after it; but this Idea was overruled by M., who had seen 
the crevices at the foot of the glacier, and declared that, if we 
tried It, deer and all would spend the night in a crack. At last we 
decided that the deer must be quartered and the skin and antlers 
left behind. So four of us set to work, skinned and quartered the 
beast, our big knives making good play. Each of ub then took a 
quarter, and a haversack was filled with 11 ver, tongue and all the 
spare meat that could be got off the back. 

We started on onr return journey at 6:80 p. m. Never shall I 
forget that walk. We went on bravely enough for the first mile 
and a half over the rough ground. It might well be called 
“ rough,” stones the size of a fifty-two gallon cask and upward 
thrown together anyhow, some flat, some pointed, and our rlfleB 
had to be carried ae well as the moat. Just as we left, being 
determined to bring back some trophy of my first deer, I cut off 
one of his fore feet. 

It was bard work getting through the snow, and we made 
many halts, feeling more tired at each one. 

Ab we neared the place of our descent, X. could hardly be kept 
awake; Indeed, he once laid down with hie face on the snow and 
went fast off. I had never seen anything like It before; he did 
not seem tired, only sleepy, and went about with his eyes half- 
shut, falling about over the stones At last we reached the edge 
of the plateau where X. and I had come up; It wae then 11 p. m. 

Getting down was hard work, heavily laden as we were. We 
reached the tent at midnight, having walked for eleven hours, 
and bavlug had no food since 8 a. m. On the mountains we did 
try a wafer of raw reindeer, assisted by a mouthful of whisky, but 
It was not very lnvltlog. As soon as we got In, we found that D. 


and W., who had been shooting near the tents, had prepared sup¬ 
per for us—preserved vegetable soup that had been brought from 
the ship, with some little auks shot by D. and W. floating In it 
After that we fell to on pre-erved brawn till the reindeer steaks 
made their appearance. It would be hard to imagine how we 
enjoyed that feed, with hot cocoa and a smoke afterward. 

As we were In the season of eternal day, we had broad daylight 
all the time. The weather had been perfect—the thermometer a 
few degrees above freezing—almost like a Summer day In the 
Swiss Alps. 

The tent was struck at 1 a. m., and after a pull of two hours 
wo reached the ship. D. and W. had had very good sport during 
our absence amongst the hares, dovekles, and little auks. The 
6knll of a musk ox was discovered near the harbor. Port Foulke 
was called the "Arctic Paradise” by Dr. Hayes, who spent a 
Winter there, and indeed It Is so. The harbor is well sheltered, 
with good anchorage and easy landing, and the place abounds 
with animal life—reindeer, hares, foxes, and musk ox. The rocks 
were covered with birds—ducks In very large quantities, burgo¬ 
masters, dovekles, little auks, and rotjes. There are also large 
numbers of seals and walruses to be got round about the bay. 
The place would also be of great Interest to the botanist and 
geologist, the blll6ides being covered with flowers that no one 
would dream of meeting with In such a high latitude. I know 
of no pleasanter spot to spend eight weeks of the Summer In than 
Foulke Bay.’ Such a cruise would be easy enough. A well-built 
yacht of 800 tons, with steam power, might leave England about 
the 1st of June, reaching Disco, the Danish settlement in Green¬ 
land, early In July, where a week might be very profitably spent, 
as there are abundance of ducks there. Leaving Disco—where, let¬ 
ters could be left—and coasting along the land past the settle¬ 
ment of Proven, a stay of a few bourn might be made off Sander¬ 
son's Hope, where there are thousands of looms. The birds are 
a sight to see. As the boat approaches the foot of the cliff they 
fly off, looking like a black cloud overhead, the nolee they make 
quite deafening one. 

The little Ice met with In Baffin's Bay could be easily passed, 
and Cape York, with its lovely crimson cliffs, would be reached 
about the third week In July, and a few days more would see the 
yacht anchored In Port Foulke.—London Field. 

Forty-Nine Out of Fifty-Two. 

Wooster, Onio. 

Editor Chicago Field: —From the reports In the columns 
of your paper the only woodcock sh ootlng to be had must be in 
this county. At least It appears bo to me, as I have seen nothing 
Indicating any sport elsewhere. Some splendid bags have been 
made here daring the past week, some of which I have bad the 
pleasure of making myBelf. 

On the night of July 27 a heavy rain fell In this vicinity, mak¬ 
ing the soil moist and In good feeding condition for the birds, 
especially In the low-lying corn-field. On the morning of the 
29th I took my large lemon and white pointer Mack and started 
for the corn-field, in the neighborhood of the big dltcb. (The 
one mentioned In some of my former huuts.) Three-fourths of 
an hour’s walk brought me to the first field that I wished to enter 
and beat for birds. I hod not gone more than fifty yards on 
parallel with the old ditch when I discovered borings. The corn 
on the banks of the ditch being the rankest I concluded to send 
the dog In. A few momenta later he raised one which sailed out 
to my left, and In so doing I tried to stop It with my right, but 
failed to hit It. I tried with the left and brougbteny first bird 
to grass. I beat around for some time but found no more, al¬ 
though the ground was perfectly drilled, this no doubt being a 
night resort ; the birds leaving before daylight. 

Leaving the corn-field I next beat over about forty acres of elder 
brush and nettle, with the same success as before, one bird. 
Glancing around I discovered a corn-field which had been broken 
up for the first time. Knowing this to be a capital spot for a few 
birds, as It was an old clearing, full of stumpB, I concluded to try 
It. On arriving at tbc fence I mounted the top rail and peered 
around over the field; the soil beneath where I stood did not 
look very Inviting, being dry and ecaly, and too much of a sour 
and mucky nature. Away off to the southeast portion of the 
field, the corn appeared rank and small alternately ; the field had 
been ploaed In lands and left quite a ditch between where lands 
were finished, the center forming a slight ridge. On this ridge 
the corn grew quite tall; in the ditch the reverse. The cause I 
afterward learned came from the water breaking through the 
banks of a small stream that skirted the south side of the field, 
and floodgd the greater portion of It. 

After taking In the situation, I jumped off the fence Into the 
field, and bad made but a few steps when my attention was drawn 
to a white speck about the Blze of a half dollar. On examination 
I found It to be the droppings of a woodcock, but seemed to be 
old. I called Mack and drew bis. attention to It. He snuffed 
around, wagged his tall in A buslnesB-llke manner, and started 
off through the field toward the low corn. We beat about at 
least ten minutes without getting a rise. I selected an open 
place where I had a good view, and let the dog range around to 
suit himself, but keeping my ears open to bear his bell stop. The 
sound finally died away, and I found that he had gone away some 
sixty or seventy yards, and put up a bird, which I just got a 
glimpse of as it dropped Into the corn near where I bad entered 
the field. I went back and raised it, and with a difficult shot 
brought him to bag. I started on to where this one was put up, 
and captured another a few yards further on, and near *a ditch 
the dog pointed, when three were raised, two of which I brought 
down. The third I soon disposed of also. 

I now made up my mind that the field was full of birds, from 
the number of signs visible. I laid my plans to have a good time, 
and went to work accordingly, putting or keeping Mack In the 
high corn or on the ridges, and keeping the low or ditch part 
myself. We crossed and recrossed the field In this way for over 
two hours, he trailing and putting out the birds, and I doing 
my best to capture them as they came up out of the corn. I will 
not go into details of every bird killed In this field, but I found 
upon counting that I bad taken twenty one. 

Tbc next place hunted over was a beautiful piece of timber, | 


about ten acres, and where usually plenty of birds breed and are 
to be found, but I think had all gone into the field just left. In 
going through unother very likely-looking corn patch I flushed 
and killed one bird. A walk of about two hundred yards brought 
me to another cornfield, broken up for the first time, and which 
had also been flooded. About thirty yards Into this field I put up 
another, which J brought down. In the meantime, the dog had 
raised a pair, one of which I marked, under a tree, about one 
hundred yards ahead, the other going off to the left, unobserved 
but heard. I started for the one under the tree and killed one 
on the way, as well as the one I was after. I found a stump, 
which I mounted, while the dog worked around and sent two 
past me, which I stopped. In beating over this field I picked up 
eleven. Just over the fence I entered another field and brought 
out five. Another field was soon reached, out of which I took 
three. Several hundred acres of alder swamp lying just ahead I 
concluded to heat through; having always found birds there, I 
knew that I would not be disappointed. I was soon Into it and 
was not long finding and bringing to bag a magnificent plump 
bird, and one of the largest I ever saw. I sent Mack to bring 
after I had 6bot and seeu the bird fill. But he came back with¬ 
out It. I sent him back again, and still no bird. I made my 
way to about where I was satisfied It fell, and made him hunt 
every Inch of ground for several yards around, but no bird; I 
could not find It myself, nor could the dog even find where It 
struck the ground. Probably I had Imagined I hit It and bad 
not; no, this could not be, I was sure It was hit, and had seen It 
fall. I gave It up and walked away, but soon returned to look 
again, as I would sooner miss half a dozen birds than lose one 
dead one. I pulled the bushes apart, looked carefully through 
the grass everywhere, finally gave It up. I straightened up to 
leave the second time, when right In front, and against the very 
peak of my cap I saw feathers; a tall. Looking up, there hung 
my bird, about six feet and a half from the ground, caught In a 
fork by the ucck. I have frequently found them hanging be¬ 
tween the ear and stalk of corn. 

A short beating through the alders, and I worked up five more, 
when I “ stopped short,” some time to “go again." The day 
was fast wearing away, and having four and a half miles to walk 
concluded to start for home. In passing a cornfield Mack put a 
bird out, which I got by a good long shot, and one that would 
surprise a great many sportsmen, as it waB, as were all the rest, 
killed with dust shot. In counting, I had forty-nine birds, ihe 
best bag th(s season, and killed In fifty-two shots. This may 
aeern incredible to hundreds of your readers, but is nevertheless 
true, and the best I ever saw or did. 

The pointer Mack I used on this occasion did splendidly con¬ 
sidering the very short time he ha6 had on this kind of game, and 
no doubt his former owner, Mr. J. T. Oliver, of Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, will feel very much gratified to learn that Mack Is destined 
to be one of the grandest woodcock dogs living. He was pur¬ 
chased by Mr. J. H. Mack, of Chicago, and presented to me. He 
Is not for sale, nor can money buy him.

But the fact Is, a sportsman would about as soon 
look for antelopes in that region as mallard ducks; for there la 
nothing to call them there; no feeding or nesting grounds, noth¬ 
ing save sparkling shore lines of rock and sand,with Bllvery brooks 
and rivulets, and of these there Is an abundance.

I 
have seen It in the water not less useful 
than on the land; it there maintains order, 
pro ecta the weak against the strong, pro¬ 
vides, of its own free will, for chickens 
and young ducks, food which it knows how 
to defend agBinet ail cornettants, and which 
It refrains, itself, front touching.

But we have 
ucver obtained, under our too cold climate, 
the reproduction of this valuable species.

§ 2 . 

The Zebras and Especially the 
Dauw.— We are more advanced with respect 
to the sollpeds, especially an African as well 
as an Asiatic species. 

If, among the African sollpeds, the Zebra 
properly so called, to the domestication of 
which Buffon and Danbenton directed atten- 
tlon, has been neglected, the Dauw, veri¬ 
similar to It, but a native of less warm cli¬ 
mates, has been the object of various at¬ 
tempts. It Is sometimes tamed at the Cape 
of Good Hope; in Europe even, we are as¬ 
sured, individuals have been sufficiently 
well trained to be harnessed, so that wealthy 
private persons have excited the admiration 
of the public by rich mountings and their 
harnessed Zebras. In France we have bad 
a counterpart of thse attempts. We have 
but rarely harnessed the Dauw, but we have 
succeeded in propagating it to the third gen¬ 
eration. In the second, the acclimation 
was complete. During the Winter of 1829- 
dO. which was exceptionally severe, I saw 
one of our French Dauwe tranquilly resting 
on the snow at 16 ° centigrade below zero 
IBB Kianqor Dzigoetai (wilda<s).—'This 
species comes from a warmer country than 
the Dauw as well as a more distant one,

ization of “ Adam,” as implied in Holy Writ, cannot be applied 
to the progenitor of the race/and that Adam was derived from 
an older race.

It 
has been argued that he is par szcelltyte the vermin dog of Ids 
country; but this is naturally enough distasteful to, and contra¬ 
dicted by, the lovers of the Dandle Dinmont. Enough has, how¬ 
ever, been proved by his supporters to oouvlnce all who are in¬ 
terested tu butdo not know the Skye, that he Is certainly againe, 
hardy little dog, sagacious in burning, and death on all vermin. 
His suitability for going to earth, too, Is beyoud all question, and 
bis constitution and formation must specially adapt him for the 
climate of his native country. A dog poBsessiug bo many recom¬ 
mendations must Datorally be popular In the. localities where he 
is mostly found; and therefore it is a matter of small surprise 
that he is so largely patronized by keepers and sportsmen in a 
small way who reside in the northern portion of our island. 

All being therefore agreed upon his duties, It Is only natural 
that there should exist many differences of opinion on matter ■ of 
detail-one party contending for one type of dog, and others for 
an animal different In many important, points. The greatest di¬ 
versity of opinion, however, appears to exist between those called 
Upon to officiate as judges on the one hand, and the owmrsof 
types which, as r. rule, are unsuccessful competitors at our sIioas, 
on the other. The former, as a rule, award their substantial sup¬ 
port to long, low dogs, witli plenty of good, long, liarslt coat,who 
are admittedly handsome specimens' of tire breed to which they 
dsim to belong. Owners of what they are pleased to style the 
“genuine Skye terrier,” ou the contrary, often object in no 
measured terms to the prizes being awarded such dogs, and with 
some show of reason point exultlugly to the class of dogs com¬ 
monly met with in Scotland,whose jackets, though certainly harsh 
and weather-resisting, do not approach in length and beauty those 
of their more favored rivals. Here, we confess, we are unable to 
follow the latter's reasoning, and we cannot bring ourselves to 
believe that the promoters of sucli a theory have given due con¬ 
sideration to the facts of the case as It stands before l hem. They ap¬ 
pear to us to have quite iostsight of the natural Improvement which 
care and attention,combined with superior diet und warm housing, 
is likely to bring about In the coats of the show dogs they are wont 
to decry.

They too readily gave,or loaned the 
skill, bouor and distinction of their personal services, which had bceu 
mostly attained iu the name aud under the guidance of the National 
Association of Amerlcau Riflemen, lo the personal aggrandizement 
either In faucy or in fact, of Mr Hyde. Iu tbolr ambition to be a repre¬ 
sentative American rille team upou their own hook, they exhibited a 
forwarduesa, lack of discipline anil practice, and rashness which ill 
complies with the experience and discretion we would accord our rifle¬ 
men. They disputed among themselves. This is not surpriBiug, con¬ 
sidering their head Our independent base ball and cricket teams do 
this every day, and the result only proves that with dissension comes 
weakness. They became disorganized; they quarreled over a barrel 
of sherry wlue; they lost their head; they loot their victory. They 
were beaten by men who arc their inferiors as marksmen. Sun, wind 
aud weather did not a fleet them as much as it did the British team. 
Why they broke down will be variously explained.

premises. Possession and sale allowed Jan. 1 to May 1 , provided same 
are not taken or killed contrary to law. Trapping dr snaring or game 
birds prohibited entirely. I'pland plovers, snipes, sandpipers, mils or 
shorn nirde,July 15 to April 1: wood ducks. Summer ducks, black ducks 
and teals, Sept. 1 to May 1; hares, rabbits and gray squirrels. Sept. 1 to 
March 1; pigeon*, dove*, gulls, tern or sea-swallows. Sept. I to May l 
Deer. Oct 1 to Doc 1. Penalty of killing all other than above undo- 
mcsltcAted birds (except birds of prey, crows, crow black birds, her-ms. 
bitterns, wild pigeons, jays, Wilson’s stripes, wild geese, hi ickbreasted 
and cblckeu plovers, rod breasted sand pipers ten dollars. All nests 
and eggs, save of birds of prey, protected Trapping and snaring of 
game bird* or nnimal* prohibited. 9liootiug at wild fowl or beach 
birds by artificial light prohibited.

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“ The carp le partial to stagnant waters, or such as hare a not 
too swift current, with a loamy, muddy bottom, and deep places 
covered with vegetation. It Inhabits now most of the larger and 
smaller rivers of Europe, particularly the Elbe, Weser, Rhine, 
Danube, Po, Rhone, Garonne, Loire, then the Bavarian and 
Swiss lakes, the Lake of Constance, etc.; even salt water seems to 
agree with It very well. 1 have taken It In the Black Sea, where Its 
weight often amounts to from fifteen to twenty pouuds. It Is 
also found In the Caspian Sea In great numbers, and Is known 
there by the name of Hannan. 

“ It Is an advantage that the carp Is ablo to live In water where 
other Ashes could not possibly exist; for Instance, in the pools of 
hog-meadows or Bloughs. However, It Is not by any means to 
be Inferred from this that the best locality for carp-ponds of a 
superior kind could be 1c such situations. The presence of too 
ranch humic acid is unfavorable to the well-being of the carp, as 
we Bhull see presently in the chapter upon the establishing of Ash 
ponds. 

“The carp lives upon vegetable food as well as upon worms and 
hirvie of aquatic Insects, which It turns up In the mud with the 
head; It !b very easily satlsAed, and will not refuse the olTal of 
the kiichen, slaughter-houses and breweries, or even the excre¬ 
ment of cattle and pigs. I propose to enter further upon the 
subject of feeding It when I speak of Its culture In pond*. 

“ In the moderate zone, that Is to say in Central Europe, the 
carp will, at the beginning of the cold season, seek deeper water 
to pass that period In a kind of sleep. This will sometimes occur 
as early as the beginning of November, If the Winter should set 
In early; and It Is to be remarked that they will retire at an 
earlier period In ponds than In rivers. They do so always lu 
groups of from Afty to one hundred and more. They make a 
cavity In the muddy ground, called a ’kettle; ’ In this they pass 
the time until SprlDg, huddled together in concentric circles with 
their beads together, the posterior part of the body raised aud 
held Immovably, scarcely lifting the gills for the process of 
breathing, and without taking a particle of food. They do not 
take any food from the beginning of October, and continue to 
abstain from It, In some countries, until the end of March, and In 
colder districts even somewhat later. It will not answer, how¬ 
ever, to depend on this habit when transporting them for propa¬ 
gation in the 8prlug or Winter time, more especially young carp 
one or two years old. The Ash will arrive in a worn and hungry 
condition, and must be kept In a tank constructed on purpose 
for observation, where It has no chance to bury Itself In the mud; 
here it-wlll sometimes take a little food. At such times I gen¬ 
erally make use of boiled barley, or rye Hour converted Into a 
kind of tough paste by the addittou of hot water, and with this I 
mix a little loam and rye bread; but I continue the feeding only 
until I can judge from the looks of the UBhes that they have re¬ 
covered. This method I followed with the carp which I imported 
from Europe for the purpose of breeding In the Winter of 1876- 
77. It Is a most striking fact that the carp, though It does not 
take aDy food during this Winter sleep In Its natural retreat, does 
not diminish In weight, while In the so-called ‘ Winter chambers,' 
It does so to a remarkable degree. These * Winter chambers' are 
large tanks 1,000 to 5,000 square feet in size or less; they are 
sometimes walled In with masoury, sometimes they are con¬ 
structed of wood. Fishes Intended for 6ale are kept In them for 
a few weeks or months during the Winter. 

“ The carp does not grow In the Winter. Warmth alone seems 
to exercise a favorable Influence upon It and to promote growth. 
It only grows In the months ol May, June, July, and August, 
and does not sppear to continue doing bo In September. The 
slight Increase In weight which take6 place during the latter 
month seems to grow out of an accumulation of fat wblcb is 
being deposited around the entrails. In ponds which contain 
plenty of food and healthy water, In an ordinary year, the growth 
and increase of weight in the year will be represented In figures 
as follows: 
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“ If the weather In the month of May be mild and warm from 
,the beginning, a better growth may be expected, amounting, as 
in June, to about 30 per centum. This month (May) Is decidedly 
of great Importance for the growth of the Ash during the current, 
year, for, lu proportion as the Osh has grown in the short space 
of one month, it will take more food In the following ones as the 
Increase of its growth and consequent wants will demaod. Cul- 
turlsts, therefore, consider the month of May as being the most 
Important of the whole period of the carp's growth. " The above¬ 
given calculations, of course, are limited to poDds in wblcb no 
artlActal feeding Is resorted to, but in which there Is sufficient 
food by reason of the good quality of the water and soil wblcb 
produces It. 

“ In small ponds, situated In parks or gardens, which possess 
favorable soil and river water, the Increase of weight will be even 
n little greater If feeding la had recourse to, for such small ponds 
(covering only half an acre) cannot produce sufficient food them¬ 
selves. On the whole, feeding Is a make shift, as will be seen 
presently, and which In very large ponds of more than from 20 
to 1,000 acres, should not be made use of. 

“ The above calculations arc only admissible for Central Europe, 
from the Adriatic to the Baltic and the North Sea; In countries 
further north,, as In Sweden, the growth of the carp is less, as, 
on the contrary. In more southern countries than Central Europe, 
for instance In Illyria, Dalmatia, Southern Italy, Southern Spain, 
and partly, also, Southern France, the result Is more favorable 
still. There a mlljler and warmer climate, an early Spring, a very 
warm Summer and Autumn, and a late Winter which, In addition, 
Is mild and short, combine to exercise a favorable InAuence 
upon the thriving condition of the Ashes. 

“ In these warm cllihates the Ash becomes lively at a much 
earlier season, If it does at all pass the Winter in that lethargic 
state, without taking any food, than It does In the countries of 
the northern parts of Central Europe. 

“ The pond-carp of Central Europe generally leaves its Winter 
retreat, when the rays of the 8prlng sun have warmed the water 
thoroughly, while at the same time It begins to seek for food at a 
somewhat earlier period lu rivers and lakes. At the beginning of 
the month of March the eggs have developed themselves consid¬ 
erably In the body of the Asb, and It only needs a few weeks of 
warm weather to bring about the spawning-season. This com¬ 
mences In the middle of May in such lakes and ponds of Central 
and Northern Frauce, Southern Germany and Austria, as have a 
warm situation and are sheltered from the cold winds. It con¬ 
tinues lu some localities throughout June and July, and some¬ 
times In more elevated situations, until August, as, for instance, 
In Franconia and Upper Bavaria. The spawn of so late a season, 
however. Is scarcely At for breeding purposes, as the Asb cannot 
grow much more during the short space of warm weather. It re¬ 
main* very small aud suffer* greatly from the ensuing Winter 


weather, and Is easily dwarfed at that time. The spawning of 
the Individual Ash does not take place all at once. Days and 
weeks may pass before It will have left the last egg to the 
care of nature. At times, upon the setting In of rainy, cool 
weather during this period, It will he Interrupted, bat re-assumed 
as soon as the temperature grows warmer again. Culturlsts alto¬ 
gether dislike cold weather at this time, as not only the eggs but 
the young fry also suffer much from It. Wet, cold Summers are 
no more proAtable to the culturlst of carp than to the agricul¬ 
turist. In the southern part of Europe the spawning-season com¬ 
mences at an earlier date than In. Central Europe. In 8lclly, In 
the neighborhood of Palermo, where there are some private 
ponds, the carp begins to spawn at the commencement of the 
month of April. This Is said to be the case also In the French 
province of Constantine, Algeria, Africa. 

“ The abundance of eggs In the carp Is very great, and It Is thlB 
circumstance wblcb will explain its exrsordlnsry iucrease lu the 
natural waters A Ash, weighing from 4 to 5 pounds, contains, 
on an average, 400,000 to 500,000 eggs. Other statements Agure 
still higher. I not only made calculations myself, formerly re¬ 
peating them In 187C on a female mirror-carp, which I obtained 
from the environs of Gunzenbsusen, Bavaria, and which, curiously 
enough, at the end of November, was entirely ripe; but I also 
obtained statements from culturlsts on whom 1 could depend. 
The calculation I made In the following manner: After freeing 
the eggs from all the fat, and the enclosing membrane, and after 
having washed them In alcohol, I counted off exactly 1,000 of 
them; these I weighed, and according to the result I deduced the 
number of the whole. In tho somewhat longer-bodied scale-carp, 

I generally found comparatively more eggs than In a mirror or 
leather carp, though all were of equal age and weight. 

"During the spawning season an appreciable change takes place 
In the male, protuberances, like warts, appearing on tbe skin of 
the bead and back, aud disappearing upon tbe expiration of that 
period. This Is a peculiarity with most of the cyprlnolds. Some 
time before the spawning season sets In the falling out of the 
pharyngeal teeth takes place; these grow anew every year. 

“ Some days before spawning tbe Ashes show an Increased vivaci¬ 
ty ; they rise more often from the depths below to the surface. Two 
or three or more of the male Ash keep near the female; the latter 
swims more swiftly on a warm, sunny morning, keeping mostly 
close to the surface, followed by ihe males. This Is called 
" UrHchrn” —running-spawning—and Is more frequent In warm 
than In windy and rainy weather. The female prefers spots 
which are overgrown with grasses and other kinds of aquatic 
plants, such as Utricularia, Nymphta and Aliama. The male 
Ashes follow close to the very water’s edge, as far as the dimin¬ 
ished depth will allow them. They lose all their timidity and 
precaution, so that they may be taken quite easily. They lash 
the water In a lively way, twisting the posterior portion of the 
body energetically, and shooting through the water near its sur¬ 
face with short, tremulous movements of tbe Ans. They do so in 
groups of two or three males to one female Asb, and forming an 
almost compact mass. This 1 b the moment when the female 
drops the eggs,which immediately are Impregnated by the milter. 
As this process Is repeated several times, the female drops prob¬ 
ably only from 400 to 500 eggs at a time, In order to gain rest¬ 
ing time, so that It will require days and weeks before It has 
given up tbe last egg. 

“ The eggs of tbe carp are adhesive, not detached, like those of 
tbe Halmonidcr, these latter lying loosely on the ground, while 
the former adhere in lumps to the object upon which they have 
fallen. As soon as the egg has left tbe body of the Ash It swells 
up a little, the mucus, which surrounds It. serving as a means to 
fasten Itself upon someaquatlc plant, stoneor brushwood. Those 
eggs which have no such object to cling to, are lost. I found 
numerous eggs on the reverse sides of the leaves of the Nym- 
phacea and their stems, the Phetlandrium and Utricularia but the 
greater number of them I discovered on tbe Fcnluca Jtuilans, 
.'which among the fishermen Is known generally by the name of 
‘ water grass ’ Its narrow, long, Btrap-ehaped, thin leaves 
spread softly over the water’s surface, as also Its numerous 
branches In the water afford to the fish the aought-for opportu¬ 
nity to deposit its eggs upon Its tender leaves. The seeds of this 
grassare an excellent food for tbe carp. This may be regarded 
os a useful Indication to be acted upon in the construction of 
ponds. 

“ The eggs will develop themselves quickly, If assisted by warm 
weather. As early as tbe fifth or sixth day the first traces of 
dusky spots, the eyes, will be visible, and toward the twelfth, or 
at the latest the sixteenth day, the little embryo fiBb will break 
through its envelope. This rapid development takes place only 
In shallow, tbrorougbly-warmed ponds, or In such as were ex¬ 
pressly constructed for batching, and called breeding ponds. If 
these ponds are deep, and consequently their water Is colder, tbe 
hatching process may require as many as twenty days. Iu from 
three to five days the young llsb has absorbed the yolks, and seeks 
Its food. If the breeding-pond be productive enough to furnish tbe 
necessary food for so many young Ashes, these will grow very 
rapidly. I shall return to this subject hereafter. 

“I remarked above that the carp prefers stagnant or slowly-run¬ 
ning water with a muddy bottom, and that It lives upon vegetable 
as well ss animal food, aquatic plants, seeds,worms, and larvie of 
water'lnsects; It la therefore no Asb of prey. 1 It does not attack 
other Ashes, and has no teeth In Its mouth, but only in the throat, 
and Is, on account of Its barmlcssnes-, an excellent Asb for the 
culturlst,as well as for stocking large lakes and rivers In general.’ 

Ail Afternoon on Trout Creek.

I was In Black River Falls, Wls., a few daye since, and Mr. 
Lake, the proprietor of the Riverside Hotel asked me to take a 
drive with him to Trout Creek, eight miles distant, for a few 
hours’ trout fi-hing. 

I thought tbe matter over speedily. There was a pleasing 
prospect for an enjoyable trip. A drive behind a spirited pair of 
horses that would cover the distance lu Icbb than an hour, a genial 
companion and most likely some capita) eport,—I said I would 
go. I am not “ rigged ” for Ashing, have no fishing or hunting 
suit with me, arid my wife will give me barkle for going fishing 
in my best “ business " suit—If she ever finds it out, but I will 
go any way, aud keep It dark. 

An utter Inability to resist a temptation to go fishing or shoot¬ 
ing when a good opportunity offers, and when there Is a pros¬ 
pect of good eport, bss always been one of my weak points and 
probably always will be. 

We started about eleven o'clock, and a delightful drive over 
hills, through woods aud farms, brought us In due time to a 
farm-house on the bank of the creek, where we put out the team, 
ate our lunch, arranged our tackle and the eport commenced. 

We were at the head of the creek. It rises within two hundred 
yards of where we commenced fishing, and Is so small that we 
could step across l( anywhere and did so several times during the 
day. Our start was made wbero the brook enters a meadow. 
The grass all along Its banks Is two to three feet high and In 
many places overlaps from bank to bank so as to entirely conceal 
tbe water. In some Instances we were obliged to take the butt 
of the rod and carefully separate tbe grace before we could get a 
line Into the water. Tbe current Is swift, the water clear a* 


crystal, and almost Ice cold. I found an opening, dropped In a 
Ay. It had but touched the water when I felt a thrill through 
my whole system like a shock from an electric battery, as with a 
savage rush one of those Baucy little chaps took the line far 
under an overhanging bank. In a twinkling he was Aounderlng 
In the gross at iny feet. While I Blood admiring my prize, Mr. 
Lake took out two or three. We moved gradually down the 
stream taking one or two from every little nook that furnished a 
eomfortuble hiding place for them. Numerous springs added 
their contributions to the brook, and it Increased in size. Pres¬ 
ently we came to where the banks were thickly overgrown with 
alders—so thickly that we were sometimes obliged to get down 
on our hands and knees and crawl under the matted limbs. Hero 
the brook spreads out and Its limpid waters flow “over sands of 
gold." Here we can see the trout as they Me patiently In wait 
for any unfortunate Insect that may fall Into the water, or os they 
sport with each other, darting from hole to bole with the velocity 
almost, of a bullet. As we see one lying In a favorable spot we 
drop our Ay quietly, noiselessly, within a foot or two of his bead, 
and then see him go for It! Ills movements are truly the “poetry 
of motion.” 

Farther down the stream I entered another meadow, where I 
took several One ones. At one time I was walking quietly along 
the bank of the creek, letting my Ay fioat with the current. I 
had not had a rise for perhaps twenty minutes and had settled 
Into a brown study about something entirely foreign to my pres¬ 
ent occupation. I had forgotten, for the moment, where I was or 
what I was doing, when a half-pound trout took my Ay and 
started down the stream as If intent on taking the rod out of my 
band at all hazards. I was so startled that I struck with all my 
force and threw the little fellow at least twenty feet perpendicu¬ 
larly Into the air; tl.e hook, of course, pulling out of his mouth. 
I dropped my rod and started to where I saw he must fall. I 
stepped Into a bog-hole and fell full length on the ground jUBt as 
the trout struck on the bank within a foot of the water’s edge. I 
made a jump on “ all fours’ - and caught him just aB he was wig¬ 
gling into the water, his head being. In fact, in the water when I 
secured him. It was now nearly sundown and we reluctantly re¬ 
turned to the carriage and drove back to the village. 

Upon counting up our creels we louud that we had forty-nlue 
trout; several of them weighed half a pound each. . 

Jackson county, In which Black River Falls Is situated, and 
two or three adjoining counties are all cur. up with these little 
cold, clear spring-brooks, every one of which has its full quota of 
trout. The region Is easily reached by the 8t, Paul aud Minne¬ 
apolis line of the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, In a few 
hours’ ride from Chicago; the train leaving there at nine o’clock, 
p. m., arriving at Black River Falls at seven o’clock the follow¬ 
ing morning. Mr. Lake, the Riverside Hotel, has lived here over 
thirty years; Is one of the most enthusiastic fishermen in tbe 
state, and it Is safe to say that he knows every foot of every trout 
stream within fifty miles of his house. 

Mr. Mark Douglass, one of the state fish commissioners, lives 
within a few miles of here, and he makes It bis business to see 
that all the streams In this vicinity arc well stocked with young 
trout every year. 

A movement Is now on foot to organize a fish and game pro¬ 
tective society here, especially to prohibit the taking of trout out 
of season. With the good work that the state commission is do¬ 
ing In the way of stocking, there le no reason why, If the laws 
are rigidly enforced, there may not be plenty of trout here for 
many years to come, __

Camden, N. J., Aug. 5 —Editor Chicago Field:— I notice In 
yonr correspondent’s column of July 10, a question by Mississippi, 
who wishes to know how to catch black birds, etc., for trap 
shooting. Let him use bird lime, made with the juice of holly 
bark, extracted by boiling, mixed with ooe-tbird part of olive 
oil, or Sharp’s rifle lubricant. This will form a tenacious,smearing 
mass, which should be laid thickly over trees end twigs where 
tbe birds “ most do congregate.” As soon as caught In this, 
they should be detached, their feet cleaned with sand, and put In 
large cages or pens.
